Stormy Meeting of the Re- 
publican City Conven- 
tion To-Day. 


All the Nominees Resign Except 
Joseph P. Vastine, 


And He Is Removed From the Ticket Af- 
ter Most Exciting Scenes. 


Leo Rassieur Presents the Charges Against 
Vastine, While Delegates Brandish Chairs 
and Pandemonium Prevails— The New 
Ticket—Jos. G. Lodge for Criminal Judge 
~—Geo. D. Denison for the Three C’s— 
Isaac M. Mason for Sheriff—Fred Mott for 
Circuit Clerk—Chas. O’Brien for Clerk of 
the Criminal Court—John Loesch for the 
Three C’s—T. P. Dyer for Prosecuting At- 
torney—W. A. Hobbs for Recorder—Dr. 
PF. S. O'Reilly for Coroner—Jacob Klein 
for Circuit Judge and Albert Burgess for 
Assistant Prosecuting Atterney. 


Pursuant toa call of the Republican City 
Central Committee issued last Saturday morn- 
ing, delegates to the last Republican City 
Convention reassembled in Central Turner 
Hall this morning for the purpose of filling 
vacancies upon the Republican city ticket. 

The delegates and the usual crowd of politi- 
cal outsiders and followers were slow in 
gathering. As they drifted into the saloon 
beneath the convention hall, a 
quiet and subdued air was notice- 
able in their manner. There was 
an apparent absence of that enthusiasm and 
loud talk, characteristic of the ordinary polit- 
ical delegate, which imparted a sort of tame- 
ness to the preliminary gatherings on the 
street corners adjacent to convention hall. 
Discussion over the relative merits of candi- 
dates was as scarce as the candidates them- 
selves. The only interesting topic of conver- 
sation involved the probability of an effort 


on the art of the convention 
to oust Jos. G. Vastine from die position as 
candidate for Criminal Judge and the means 
to be employed to accomplish that purpose. 
A great deal of talk was induiged in as to the 
rights of the convention and inability of that 
body to rescind its action nominating Vastine, 
but that was quieted in short order by the 
opinions of prominent Republicans that the 
convention was the supreme power of 
the party, and, as such, could take any action 
it deemed advisible under the circumstances. 
Most of the candidates nominated at the last 
convention were present in anticipation of a 
demand for their resignation in the event of 
the convention deciding to nominate an entire 
ticket. 
THE CONVENTION 

was called for 10 v’clock, but it was 11 o’clock 
before Chairman Leo Rassieur rapped it to or- 
der. Mr. Raseieur said that under a resolu- 
tion passed by the City Central Coinmittee the 
convention was again called to fill the vacan- 
cies caused by withdrawais and resignations. 
In accordance with this resolution Chairmen 
Rassieur and Delano had issued the conven- 
tion call. 

This call was modifie! by the introduction 
of the words ‘‘in accordance with the resolu- 
tion of the committee,’’ for which the chair- 
man could not state who was responsible. He 
had issued a generally worded call and be- 
lieved that without question the convention 
had a perfect right to meet again and make 
the nominations for the vacancies or take any 
other action they might see fit on the previous 
nominations. 

Mr. Rassieur then called Mr. N. O. Nelson to 
the chair and addressing the convention said, 
he took this occasion to advise the convention 
from ite floor as far as he was able. He 
begged that the work of the convention be 
freed from the unwise suggestions of friend- 
ship and enmities and tbe mistaken 
recorded under other circumstances. a 
urged the selection of a ticket which would 
bear on under the full light of day. 
With such candidates only could party 
success be expected. 2 to the party 
complications Mr. Rassieur said be re 
the trouble, but the voters were looking to the 
convention to select the proper men.

THE ALERT RETURNS. 
Hattrax, N. 8., October 11.—The Govern- 
ment steamer Alert returned to Halifax yes- 
terday afternoon after an absence of nearly 


four months. This was the final trip of the 
Alert to the Hudson Bay region, all the ob- 
serving stations being dismantied and the ob- 
servers, their instruments and other property 
brought back to Halifax. Commander Gordon 
says: ‘‘We sailed from Halifax on June 24 
and went direct to Nachvak Station. On 
our arrival off the station the ice 
was so thick and heavy that 
steamer could not get into the coast. So we 
pushed on to the entrance to the straits, Thick 
togs then beset us, continuing three or four 
days, during which the steamer became sur- 
rounded by ice and drifted south toa distance 
of seventy miles. When the weather clear 
we worked to thé eastward out of the ice pac 
and steamed up its edge to the north side of 
the strait. ere a perfectly clear entrance 
was found, quite er from the south 
side, where the ice field prevented our 
entry into the bay. No ice w nooun - 
tere again until Bluff was 
reached, and in making from that point 
to Diggs seven or eight days were ocoupied. 
At Diggs the Alert remained two days making 
repairs and receiving a general overhauling. 
On the fourth on the expedition was con- 
tinned to Churchill Harbor on the west side of 
udson Bay, that point being reached at the 
end of July, Churchill Harbor was survéyed 
and Was found to be a splendid harborin 
place, with not less than twenty-four feet of 
water at low spring tide. York Factory was 
reached two days after leaving Churchill. 
Here a reconnolssancé survey was made of 
the estuary of the Nelson Riverand we found 
it a villanous place. During the stay here a gale 
was experienced, and the Alert roiled so much 
that her boats h gin their davits would 
dip water up out of the sea. The water was 
80 shallow at such a distance from land that 
a Vessel could be only in five fathoms of water 
and at the same time land could not be 
sluhted from her deck.

Klein and others. Justice Engiehart said his 
position would indicate that he was a servant 
of the law, but he disavowed any connection 
with that sort of law under which these eight 
men were convicted. It was a judicial mur- 
der and the working classes would not stand 
by and see their patron saints murdered. The 
speaker closed with an attack on the mo- 
noplies. 

A man named Preissleman made a wild 
speech, saying that after the speeches made 
by the convicted men, it would be cowardice 
for him and his hearers to be less radical. He 
advised his hearers to organize, not for the 
coming election, but as a body of avengers in 
case the sentence was executed. ‘‘There was 
once an inspector of police named Rumpf,’’ 
he concluded; there“ may be an Inspector 
Rumpff in Chieago.’’ (Rumpff was the name 
of tne police official killed in Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, Germany, afew months ago.) The 
audience grew restiess during Preissieman’s 
speech and were much reiieved when he 
stopped.

NEW BECRUITS JOINING THE RANKS OF THE 
STRIKING PACKERS, 


Fears That the Entire Stock Yards Force Will 
Go Out—All the Packing Houses Closed To- 
Day—Strikers Irritated atthe Presence of 
Armed Pinkerton Men-The Knights of 
Labor Convention—A Big Holiday at 
Richmond. 


CHICAGO, October 11.—None of the large 
pork-packing establishments at the Union 
Stock yards opened their doors this morning, 
and none of the 16,000 men usually employed 
in these departments offered to return to 
work on the ten-hour basis proposed by the 
owners of the packing-houses. There is a 
tremendous crowd of idle mep in and about 
the yards, but there was no disturbance during 
the early hours ofthe forenoon Shortly before 
9 o’clock fifty of the beefkillers employed in 


the Fowler Packing-house stopped work and 
joined the main body of the strikers. Shortly 
after the men employed to load the freight 
cars by the Armour house also stopped work, 
and the pressure from the strikers is so great 
that the fear is entertained that the strike will 
involve all the men employed about the yards 
and occasion an entire cessation of work in all 
houses, 
HIRING NEW MEN. 

The two delegates sent by the general con- 
vention of the Knights of bor to endeavor 
to adjust the troubles among the men at the 
stock yards, have arrived and are now hold- 
ing a consultation with the strikers. The 
have aS yet had no conference wit 
the packers. It can be stated posi- 
tively, howéver, that the latter are not 
disposéd to compromise, but will insist upon 
the ten hours. The presence of an increased 
force of Pinkerton men armed with Winches 
ters had a very irritating effect upon the men 
this morning, and was the cause of swell⸗ 
ing the force of strikers to-day.

RICHMOND, Va., October 11.—To-day is de- 
voted by the delegates of the General Assem- 
bly of Knights of Labor to the enjoyment of 
the entertainment arranged in théir honor by 
Knights of the local assemblies of this city.

HAMLET IN FRENCH.

THE PRODUCTION OF SHAKSPEARE’S TRAG- 
EDY AT THE COMEDIE FRANCAISE. 


The Title Role Superbly Given by M. Mounet 
Sully—Enthusiastic Reception of the Play~ 
Dramatic Chat From Paris—At the Local 
Theaters—Richard Mansfield’s Prince Karl 
—McCaull’s Don Cesar — Other Attrac- 
tions Amusement Notes. 


BV Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTou. 

Nuw Tomsk, October 11.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of à morning paper, under date of 
September 29, writes as follows: The theatrical 
season In Paris began yesterday with a mas- 
nificent representation of Hamlet“ at the 
Comedie Francaise, the translation being that 
ot the elder Dumas and of M. Faul Meurice, 
It is a curious fact that although Hamlet“ 
has been written about and discussed in France 
more than any other of Shakspeare's plays, it 
has been very rately acted. Since 1867 M. 
Meurice has been waiting patiently and per - 
sistently besieging the doors of the Comedie 
Francaise. Finally, three years ago, M. Per- 
ril, then director, promised to produce the 
transiation, and at last the new director, M. 
Jules Claretiv, has carried out the promise of 
his predecessor. 

4 LONG WAIT. 

It has thus required just forty years to get 
**Hamilet’’ played at the Comedie Francaise. 
M. Paul Meurice has grown old and white- 
haired in the struggle, but his translation has 
gained in finish and amplitude of language, 
tor he has never ceased polishing and improv- 
ing it. One may say of the performance of 
last night that from all points of view it was a 
grand success. Asa spectacle it was admira- 
bie, and even more perfect and artistic than 
the excellent mise en scene of Irving at the 
London Lyceum. The scenery was 
charming and the costumes, for 
which the renaissance style was chosen, 
were of the richest and most costly stuffs; the 
arrangement of the scene in the church-yard 
was a masterpiece of mise en scene; the scene 
of the duel and the three tableaux in which 
the ghost appears were most impressive. 
The ghost, at the Comedie Francaise, was 

layed most majestically by Laubant, whose 
Pall form appeare each me 

rowing gradually into phantom we 
Phe material arrangement of he 
ghost scenes, devised by the famous 
scene painter Lavastre, was simple and ef- 
fective. The stage was left dark, and the 
ghost appeared in the thickness of the walls 
rendered transparent by means of hangings of 
metallic gauze, on which, at the required mo- 
ment, strong rays of light were concentrated. 
Thanks to this system, anew and curious et- 
fect was obtained in the third tableau on the 
ramparte—Hamiet vanishes atter the ghost 
into the obscure blackness of the night. 

THE ACTORS. 

As regards the rendering of some of the 
parts criticism may be made. Mme. Reich- 
ambarg is rather colorless as Ophelia. She 
acts as if she was playing the role of an in- 
genue in modern comedy. The younger 
Cuquelin as the grave-diguer carries his comic 
effects to the verge of caricature Siviian 
who plays the King, has not the physique of 
his criminal personality. Nevertheless, in 
spite of these shortcomings, the ensemble is 
excellent, and in ‘‘Hamlet’’ the role of the 
hero so overshadowed all the others that these 
criticisms may seem hypercritical. I will say 
at once that the Hamlet of the Comedie 
Francaise, M. Mounet Sully, is magnificent. 
All the greatactors of Europeand America 
have plaved this part;each one has left his 
stamp upon it, brought into relief some new 
aspect, and rendered the task of playing it 
more difficult for his successor or rivals. 
Mounet Sully has no souvenirs to wear; he has 
studied the role for himselt and rendered it 
with his own delicate and manifold talent. 
Hamlet is an enigma, a subject of inex- 
haustible discussion, a character which 
no one can claim to have thoroughly under- 
stood. Shall we then expect Mounet Sully to 
have understood it? How so, for who shall be 
the judge? No; the great merits of Mounet 
Sully’s performance are the detailed and va- 
ried rendering of the infinite moods of that 
human orchestra, Hamiet, and the plastic 
beauty of the actor. No Hamlet has ever been 
more princely, more elegant, more gentle, 
more exquisitely grand seigneur than Mounet 
Sully; no Hamlet more grief-worn, more mel- 
ancholy, and then again more nervously furi- 
ous, more romantically tragic. Throughout 
the piece he is 

ALWAYS INTERESTING, 

human, touching or terrible; but his greatest 
triumph is in the scene with the flute in the 
play scene, and inthe cemetery. Perfect dic- 
tion, perfect attitude, perfect gesture, charm 
of voice and fascination of person—all the 
qualities of a great tragedian—are displayed 
by Mounet Sully. Never has this hitherto un- 
equaled actor obtained such a triumph; never 
has a French audience applauded Shakspeare 
with such enthusiasmn as that provoked by 
Monnet Sully’s acting. Whatever criticisms 

may be made of his play, all must ad- 
mit that he has three rare qualities 
which fit him for the role, namely youth, plastic 
beauty and a magnificent voice. The produc- 
tion of! Hamlet at the Comedie Francaise is 
a significant event from the literary point of 
view, its succéss is a battle won in favor of 
drama, which has lately fared but poorly at 
the first French theater. Within the past five 
years the tendency has been in favor of 
modern prose comedy, and the poets have had 
no chance. Hamlet is the first step toward 
a reaction which, with the — of the pub- 
lic, May soon become a triumph.

THE FISHERY CONTROVERSY. 


Senator Frye Talks About the Senate Com- 
mittee’s Investigation. 


PORTLAND, Me., October 11.—Senator Frye of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations of the 
United States Senate, which has been investi- 
gating the difficulties with Canada, was inter - 
wiewed yesterday. The Committee has just 
completed its work, and while the Senator 
could not make public the report, he said that 
the testimony had been taken at Gloucester, 


Boston, Provincetowi and Portland, and it 
indicated that there was no necessity at all for 
_ our fishing vessels to enter ports of Canada 
for any purpose except those provided in the 
treaty of 1818, viz.: For shelter, wood, water 
and repairs. The Canadians refuse our 
fishermen absolutety and unqualifiedly ail 
commercial rights whatever, and refuse to 
recognize as valid our customs permits to 
‘‘touch and trade.“ Both fishermen and 
owners agree with great unanimity that they 
require absolutely nothing of Canada other 
than the treaty rights of 1818. They agree that 
the privilege of fishing inside the three-mile 
limit is — worthless, and has deen for 
fifteen years. inally the remedy for ex- 
pected troubles is a higher duty on salt fish 
and also a duty for fresh fish. By modern 
freezing processes fish can be kept as long as 
they can by curing in other ways or smoking 
or salting them. They can be sent from Can- 
ada all over the United States in refrigerating 
cars and landed as fresh fish and thus escape 
— duty under the present construction of the 
aws. 

My opinion,’’ said Senator Frye, is that 
the Administration has sufficient power in its 
hands to stop these outrages on the part of 
Cunada, and that there is no reason why ths 
power should not be exercised. Canadian 
fishing vessels enjoy all the rights in our ports 
which our own vessels do, while our vessels 
are practically deprived of them all in their 

orts. Ithink that if Canada were once sat- 

sfied that her inflictions upon our fishermen 
would not result in a reciprocity treaty or free 
fish, the outrages would immediately 
cease, because, as a matter of fact, their 
own people are suffering much more than ours 
from this rigid exclusion. They have been ac- 
customed to rely very much on our vessels for 
a market for their bait and their herring. This 
deprivation to them is avery serious matter. 
Canada Cesires our market, the best in the 
world, for all her farm products, her wheat, 
oats, potatoes, hay, starch, horses, cattle, 
sheep, etc., and also the products of the sea. 
For these things her market to us is utterly 
vulueless, ours to her is almost a necessity. 

**Great Britain might agree that we have an 

open market in Canada for our agricultural 
implements, because we selithem to Canada 
now, and, there being no competition on the 
most of them, it might be valuable for us to 
sell them alt the products of our manufacture, 
but Great Britain would never consent that 
the Canadian markets be free to these 
products while her products pay duty. I 
would increass the duty on salt fish 
and place a duty on fresh. Their 
duties on fish ar? iigher now than ours, 
and extend to fresh as weill as salt There is 
not a market to-day ti which we export fish in 
which we are not msiwitha duty. Besides 
that, 1 know of no country in the world which 
does not nay its fishermen large bounties ex- 
cept ours. We did the same up to 1867, when 
our laws providing for bounties were repealed. 
Our fishermen did not ask for any restoration 
put as they are the poorest paid, the hardest 
working and the most expo men in the 
country to- da they do think that 
they are entitled to the protection given to 
other industries. The testimony seemed to 
indicate véry clearly that two-thirds of the 
fisherinen are American citizens, the best sail- 
ors in the world, and anyone can see the ab- 
polute necessity to the Republic that ths in- 
dustry should be continued, so that in time of 
‘war we can find sailors for our navy.’’

The Land Commissiener Does Some Plain

PEOPLE AND THEIR CUSTOMS.

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
London, October 11.—The Daily News on 
Friday published the translation of a long and 
amusing letter sent home by one of the na- 
tives of Ceylon, who has been attached to the 
Colonial Exhibition here. The following ex- 
tracts willno doubt be quite as thoroughly 
appreciated in New York as they are in Lon- 
don: The Englishman here is a very oom - 
mon individual, and when he comes to Ceylon 
he is a great man; but a black man is a great 
man in England. After describing the Orys- 
tal Palace he says: ‘‘I hear that people go 
there to make love. I can’t believe 
it, but I saw one or two la- 
dies kissing gentlemen. The women of 
England are very bad; many of them don’t 
like their husbands because the latter drink 
too much and beat them. Then they run 
away with other men. One case was heard a 
few days ago, where the people were of high 
caste. There are several theaters. Ten min- 
utes will take youto one. The English peo- 
ple are very fond of going out in the night, 
and it is owing to this that there are so many 
theaters. It is said some are good and some 
bad. In the good ones the charges are high, 
but to the low ones one can go for 1 shilling. 
For everything coal is used; firewood cannot 
be got, and charcoal, therefore, is 
very scarce and dear. Owing to this 


the people don’t clean their teeth. You must 
see the teeth of the low class of English wo- 
men; they are quite green. You will be sur- 

rised to bear that brandy and whisky cannot 
be got everywhere here. Everybody drinks 
beer, and it is strong beer. here are no 
liquor shops like the Pettah, on Main street, 
with a back door to let people in. The gin- 
shop is called a public house, and each has a 
name on the door. The horse-keepers only 
drink gin. Saturday is a very bad day here. 
This must be because itis pay-day and every 
man goes to a beer shop. Some take their 
wives, too, and drink, and sing, and fight. 
There are places where the bad women come 
to aud rob the men. It must be owing to this 
that the wives don't like their husbands and 
run away.
